30 (/P)— Three American .Rcicntists 
won the 1958 Nobel prize in medicine arid physiology today 
for aplving-flomc of-the -basic-riddlc3-of-hcrcdity,_Their din- 
covefics were credited by a member of the prize-awarding 
body with "opening new avenues in cancer research. The 
winners are Drl George Wells Beadle, EB, California Insti- 
tute of Technology; E. L. Tatum. 49, New York's Rockc- 
fallcr institute, anil Joahuit Ledcrbcrg, 33, University of 
Wisconsin.
